Local Office Has Been Notified by 
Postmaster General to Comply 
W ith New Regulations 


Washington. Aug. 21, I1.'12. 
Postmaster, Sir: 
The postoffice appropriation 
act for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1913, provides: 
“That hereafter postotfices of 
the first and second classes shall 
not be open on Sundays for the 
purpose of delivering mail to the 
general public, hut this provis­ 
ion 
shall 
not 
prevent 
the 
prompt delivery of special de­ 
livery mail." 
Ender this law you will close 
the general delivery, carriers’ 
windows and lock boxes and dis­ 
continue all deliveries by car­ 
riers on Sunday. 
You will note 
however, 
that special delivery 
mail is excepted and you will 
therefore arrange 
to have 
on 
duty a sufficient fort e to handle 
this mail matter promptly. 
The department desires to re­ 
duce Sunday work to the mini­ 
mum so that as many of the em­ 
ployes as possible may enjoy a 
complete day of rest on Sunday 
You should, therefore, require 
only a sufficient number of clerks 
to report for duty on that day in 
order that transit mail and the 
mail collected for dispatch may 
he handled without delay, lf no 
mail is dispatched on Sunday a 
very early collection should be 
made Monday morning and the 
mail for local delivery distribu- 
uted before tile carriers leave for 
their first trip.

N e w Y o rk Discussing th e Proposal. 


One of the features of the British in­ 
surance bill which recently went into 
effect was a modified pension for moth­ 
ers. 
In some American states. Illinois 
bein*; one of the first, a similar move­ 
ment is starting. 
The plan is being 
discussed in New York, and the New 
York Times recently had a page article 
on the matter, from which the follow­ 
ing extracts are taken: 
“The pensioning of mothers seems to 
I»e a possibility of the near future— 
tin* pensioning of mothers from whom 
their children are now separatist aud 
placed in institutions or on farms. 
“ Among the children who have lieen 
thus placed in allen guardianship in 
days gone by have br‘en many whom 
tin* courts, with great reluctance, d i­ 
vided from their mother's—industrious, 
admirable women, unable to support 
the children because of inability to 
earn, but none the less, in every other 
regard, plainly far better custodians 
for them than any strangers could lie. 
Sometimes lack of training has been 
responsible for their small earning 
capacity, sometimes physical disability; 
sometimes their broods have been so 
large that, even though the mothers 
earned alleve the average, they still 
found themselves unable to furnish 
food, clothes and shelter for the little 
ones. 
“Such cases have been and still are 
among the bitterest tragedies of city 
life. 
“Tile cost has been enormous to tile 
state and city, and, not unnaturally, 
this lias resulted iii abuses. 
.Many of 
the ‘homes* which have been found 
for children of such mothers have not 
been desirable. 
Too often children 
placed In them have been overworked 
and underschooled, despite official vigi­ 
lance; there have been many cases 
where such children have been under­ 
fed. 
In s titu tio n s U n s a tis fa c to ry . 
"The alternative at present is their 
commitment to some Institution. 
This 
costs the state an average of $11.01 a 
month per capita for maintenance and 
does not invariably produce desirable 
results. 
"The mothers’ pension makes it pos­ 
sible to maintain children in their 
homes at less cost In money and with 
great advantage lo th to children and 
to mothers. 
In 
Illinois, where the 
plan Is now in operation, mothers of

good character who find themselves 
unable to support their children are 
assisted to the extent of $0.75 tier 
month per child, and the child is thus 
maintained iii its own home at a cost 
of $5.10 less per month than that pre­ 
viously entailed upon the public by in 
ntltutional care. 
"I talked recently with Justice Frank­ 
lin Chuse Hoyt, now sitting in the 
New York children’s court, about di­ 
vers matters, including tin* possibility 
of m others’ pension legislation iii this 
state. 
“ Ile had some most important things 
to say, suggesting the formation of a 
central 
committee, 
through 
which 
courts, churches, the various societies, 
the schools, police and others might 
co-operate to save children, defending 
the children’s courts against criticism 
of suspended sentences, which have 
been made of late. and. in a general 
way, approving tho mothers’ pension 
plan 
" ‘I have not come to a definite con­ 
clusion as to mothers’ pension legisla­ 
tion as enacted in Illinois and else­ 
where.’ Justice Hoyt said. ‘but on cur 
sore examination the plan would seem 
to have advantages. 
The main work 
of a children's court should Im*, it seems 
to me. to preserve as much as possible 
the 
family intact 
when 
misfortune 
overtakes it.

“ ’That a good mother is the best 
guardian a child can have is certain: 
that her poverty should separate her
